It is proposed that 
every province shall have its own system 
of native authority, and that all shall be 
under the supervision of a single manda- 
tory Power. Educated Arabs like the Emir 
admit freely that, this supervision is needed 
for the development of such matters as 
railways, telegraphs, and trade, but they 
hope that within fifty years, or 
could be replaced by an entirely native 
Government. This is a wholly natural, and, 
as the Peace Conference has ruled, a per- 
fectly legitimate ambition. Great Britain 
and France have agreed to encourage the 
establishment of native administrations in 
Syria and Mesopotamia and to nurse them 
loyally into the stages of growth when 
they will be able to stand alone. The 
Emir’s claim raises, however, two acute 
problems of politics, and one great problem 
of expediency. It has been virtually 
settled at the Peace Conférence that 
France shall have mandatory powers in 
Syria and Britain in Mesopotamia. How 
is this arrangement to be reconciled with 
the Arab demand for a single European 
control over a confederacy which would 
embrace both countries? Again, how. is it 
possible to reconcile the Arab claim with 
the project of a Jewish State in Palestine 
on which the whole of Jewry has set its 
heart? As for the question of expediency, 
can the Conference decide honestly that the 
Arab peoples are fit for immediate self- 
government? The Arabs retain some of 
the high qualities which made them once

During the past four 
years an increasing number of people has 
been given drafts on a rapidly decreasing 
body of wealth. Somehow the fact has to 
be driven home that increased production 
is not, as the working classes widely sus- 
pect, merely a dodge to get more work 
from them and benefit the employers, but 
the only means of avoiding general in- 
solvency. 

An example is provided by the decision 
of Messrs. Yarrow. the well-known, ship- 
builders, gradually to diminish the output 
from their works on the Clyde and to in- 
crease the output from their similar, but 
at present smaller, works on the Pacific 
Coast of North America at Vancouver. 
They contemplate, in effect, a gradual 
transfer of their whole industry from the 
Clyde to the Pacific Coast. An illuminat- 
ing letter on the meaning of this move 
from Sir Lynden Macassey appeared in 
The Times of. yesterday. Sir Lynden 
Macassey is one of those Irishmen who are 
better known outside their own country 
than within it. He is a' distinguished 
graduate of Dublin University, who, after 
training as an engineer, was called to the 
Bar and tock silk. After spending several 
with distinction as Lecturer on 
Economics and’ Law in the London Uni- 
versity School of Economics, he devoted 
his whole time to the public service, mainly 
as arbitrator in shipbuilding and engineer- 
ing cases. For more than two years condi- 
tions on the Clyde came under his direct 
and constant observation, first as Chairman 
of the Clyde Dilution Commission, and 
later as Director of Shipyard Labour to the 
Admiralty. He speaks on this question, 
therefore, with rare authority. Messrs. 
Yarrow transferred their industry from the 
Thames to the Clyde thirteen years ago, 
not for reasons of profit, but of existence, 
since it had become evident that the cost of 
production on the Thames was becoming 
more and more prohibitive. Sir Lynden 
Macassey vouches for it that on the Clyde 
it was the firm’s constant endeavour to 
eliminate all causes of misunderstanding 
and friction with their employés. They 
succeeded in a wonderful degree in view of 
the explosive conditions on the Clyde dur- 
ing the war. Nevertheless, this admirable 
atmosphere did not result in increased pro- 
duction. Output per man fell, while the 
cost of output rose. Finally, Messrs. 
Yarrow have decided to leave the Clyde for 
the Pacific Coast as they left the Thames 
for the Clyde. Sir Lynden Macassey draws 
the ominous conclusion that, if an excep- 
tional firm. like Messrs. Yarrow cannot

Great Britain 
and France have agreed to encourage the 
establishment of native administrations in 
Syria and Mesopotamia and to nurse them 
loyally into the stages of growth when 
they will be able to stand alone. The 
EKmir’s claim raises, however, two acute 
problems of politics, and one great problem 
of expediency. It has been virtually 
settled at the Peace Conférence that 
France shall have mandatory powers in 
Syria and Britain in Mesopotamia. How 
is this arrangement to be reconciled: with 
the Arab demand for a single European 
control over a confederacy which would 
embrace both countries? Again, how. is it 
possible to reconcile the Arab claim with 
the project of a Jewish State in Palestine 
on which the whole of Jewry has set its 
heart? As for the question of expediency, 
can the Conference decide honestly that the 
Arab peoples are fit for immediate self- 
government? The Arabs retain some of 
the high qualities which made them once 
an all-conquering race, but centuries of 
Turkish oppression have set them far back 
in the path of progress. They are lazy, 
ignorant, impatient of discipline. In 
Mesopotamia, for instance, tribes still 
exist which scorn to exchange the lance 
for the spade, and even the hereditary 
cultivator barely scratches the surface of 
the most fertile soil in Asia. Under 
western guidance, wise and patient, ail 
these things will be changed. It seems to 
be certain, however, that self-government

progress. In the meanwhile it will be the 
duty of the Western Powers to see not 
only that these onte magnificent countries 
are swept and garnished after the de- 
parture of the Turkish devil, but that no 
other devil of sloth and anarchy shall set 
up house.therein. History has produced 
some noble chapters of late, but the 
noblest, perhaps, remain to be written ; 
and they will deal with the miracle of 
the resurrection of the Near and Middle 
East. At this moment British, French, 
and American soldiers and engineers are 
putting a mew, wonderful, and healthy 
body round the immemorial soul of 
Jerusalem. The ancient city, with its 
precious buildings, is being isolated, and a 
new town is being built. In Mesopotamia 
British engineers will have created a 
virtually new country before the natives 
will be ready to administer it. When 
Gene?al Sir John Maxwell—who has 
studied the Middle East closely—was in 
Dublin in 1916 he said to a-citizen: “If 
you have a clever son, make him an 
engineer and let him learn Arabic. He 
will earn a good living, and perhaps fame, 
in Mesopotamia.”” Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that British genius and industry 
will revive the Babylonian wealth of the 
now derelict Land between the Rivers.

The matter about 
which Lord Pirrie is mainly concerned in 
these negotiations is clearly not the ques- 
tions of hours or wages in themselves. but 
increased production. The necessity for 
increased production in the shipbuilding, 
as in every other, industry is such an 
elementary point in economics that it is 
dificult to uncerstand the widespread 
failure to appreciate it. Everybody knows 
what happens to a man who persistently 
lives beyond his means. The case of the 
nafion is the same. During the past four 
years an increasing number of people has 
been given drafts on a rapidly decreasing 
body ef wealth. Somehow the fact has to 
be driven home that increased production 
is not, as the working classes widely sus- 
pect, merely a dodge to get more work 
from them and benefit the employers, but 
the only means of avoiding general in- 
solvency. 

An example is provided by the decision 
of Messrs. Yarrow, the well-known ship- 
builders, gradually to diminish the output 
from their works on the Clyde and to in- 
crease the output from their similar, but 
at present smaller, works on the Pacific 
Coast of North America at Vancouver. 
They contemplate, in effect, a gradual 
transfer of their whole industry from the 
Clyde to the Pacific Coast. An illuminat- 
ing letter on the meaning of this move 
from Sir Lynden Macassey appeared in 
The Times of- yesterday. Sir Lynden 
Macassey is one of those Irishmen who are 
better known outside their own country 
than within it. He is a* distinguished 
graduate of Dublin University, who, after 
training as an engineer, was called to the 
iar and tock silk. After spending several 
with distinction Lecturer on 
Economics and’ Law in the London Uni- 
versity School of Economics, he devoted 
his whole time to the public service, mainly 
as arbitrator in shipbuilding and engineer- 
ing cases. For more than two years condi- 
tions on the Clyde came under his direct 
and constant observation, first as Chairman 
of the Clyde Dilution Commission, and 
later as Director of Shipyard Labour to the 
Admiralty. He speaks on this question, 
therefore, with rare authority. Messrs. 
Yarrow transferred their industry from the 
Thames to the Clyde thirteen years ago, 
not for reasons of profit, but of existence, 
since it had become evident that the cost of 
production on the Thames was becoming 
more and more prohibitive. Sir Lynden 
Macassey vouches for it that on the Clyde 
it was the firm’s constant endeavour to 
eliminate all causes of misunderstanding 
and friction with their employés. They

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The Government and Housing. 


The Government has 'made' two im- 
portant concessions to the London County 
Council in connection with the erection of 
working-class dwellings in the metro- 
politan area. In the first place, it has 
agreed to give financial assistance towards 
the clearance and improvement of insami- 
tary areas, and for rebuilding, on the same 
terms as for the provision of new houses. 
Secondly, the Government has promised to 
introduce legislation to cheapen and 
accelerate the acquisition of insanitary 
property. These concessions are of first- 
rate ‘importance, and the second one, in 
particular, is of interest to Dublin. The 
present procedure for dealing with in- 
sanitary areas leaves much to be desired. 
It is dilatory and cumbersome, and very 
often local authorities have to pay exor- 
bitant prices to slum landlords before they 
can carry out reforms which are essential 
to the health and comfort cf the people. 
Legislation of this kind was pgomised by 
various responsible Ministers at different 
periods during the past six years, but those 
promises were never fulfilled. The need 
for it now, however, is so acute that the 
necessary action cannot be _ delayed 
further. It is to be hoped that the bill 
will apply not merely to London, but to 
every city and urban district in the United 
Kingdom. ‘The concessions to the London 
County Council serve to bring into bold 
relief the difference in the facilities that the 
Government has afforded to English and 
[Irish authorities. A generous measure of 
State aid has been guaranteed to the former, 
but so far the only encouragement given to 
Irish authorities is the statement by. the 
Local Government Board that itis prepared 
to consider applicationg for permission to 
raise loans locally. There is good reason 
to hope, however, that this anomaly. will 
be removed by the Housing Bill which the 
Government will introduce at an early 
date. 
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THE LIBERAL PARTY. 
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SCHEME TO PROMOTE UNITY. 

There was an attendance of over one hundred 
at a meeting of Liberal members of Parliament 
yesterday at the House of Commons, convened 
by a circular addressed to all members of the 
party, whether elected upon the Coalition ticket 
or not. Mr. George Lambert was voted to the 
chair. 

After a discussion of a very friendly character 
as to the most likely means of preserving the 


unity of the party, the following resolution, pro- 
»0sed by Sir Ivor Philipps, and seconded by Mr. 
b Williams, was carried unanimously :—‘* That 
a Committee of eight members be appointed to 
promote the unity of the Liberal Party 
Perliament, and to report to an early meeting

of the Liberal members of the House of Com- 
mons.” : 

A prolonged discussion then took place as to 
the best method of selecting the names so as to 
give equal representation to Coalitionists and 
non-Coalitionists. Eventually it was resolved, 
on the motion of Sir Tudor Walters, seconded 
by Sir Howell Davies :—“ That four members of 
the Committee be elected by members who did 
not receive the support of the Coalition, and 
that four be elected by those who did receive 
the support of the Coalition.”” The representa- 
tives of the Coalition Libcrals were aclectad as 
follows :—Sir Archibald Williamson, Sir Ivor 
Philipps, Sir T. Whittaker, and Mr. Albion 
Richardson. This list was agreed .to, on the 
motion of Sir Henry Dalziel. 

The appointment of representatives of no#- 
Coalition Liberals was defetred. It was agread 
that a further meeting should be helá as sodn 
as the Committee has agreed to its report.

More valuable. however, than any state- 
ment is the addition made to-day to the 
Defence of the Realm Act Regulations ex- 
tending the provisions of the Conspiracy 
Act to the supply. of electricity. This 
regulation will place those who are 
organising 'a. strike in a very awkward 
position. They must either cease all 
illegitimate agitation or render themselves 
liable to six months’ imprisonment. If 
this regulation has received the approval 
of the trade union leaders, a great step 
has been taken to secure fair play and the 
continuance of public order, There Is 
nothing in the regulations that will pre- 
vent legitimate and proper agitation for 
the removal of grievances, but much that 
will militate against the Bolshevik methods 
now being employed by a certain section. 

Quite properly and constitutionally, the 
Labour Party means to bring the present 
industrial situation to the attention of the 
House of Commons by means of an amend- 
ment to the Address... This will give the 
Prime Minister, who is expected back from 
Paris at the end of the week, an oppor- 
tunity of setting forward the facts of the 
case and of appealing to the common-sense 
of the community to restore stability to 
industry by putting an end to the existing 
quarrels between Capital and Labour, 
which are not only inflicting unnecessary 
hardships upon all classes, but are 
jeopardising the success of the Peace Con- 
ference ad postponing the return to 
normal conditions of life. 

In the official report of yesterday s pro- 
ceedings in the House of Commons it is 
stated that upon the adjournment “ Mr. 
Speaker-Elect went away without the 
Mace before him, and to-day, when he 
repaired to the House of Lords to hear 
the Royal Assent to his election, it was 
observed that the Serjeant-at-Arms did 
not shoulder the Mace in the usual 
fashion, but carried it in his arms “ like a 
baby.” This is.all part of the ancient 
procedure of which Mr. Lowther spoke 
with such affectionate respect yesterday 
when thanking the House for re-electing 
him. 

Mr. Lowther is such an accurate speaker 
that one hesitates to challenge anything 
that he says. But I was certainly sur- 
prised when he referred to the youthful- 
looking Colonel Mildmay, who proposed 
his re-election, as “an old college friend 
of mine,’ adding that “it is about forty 
years ago since we were at Cambridge 
together.” The reference books state that 
Mr. Lowther was born jp 1855 and Colonel 
Mildmay in 1861, and the former had left 
Cambridge and been called to the Bar, 
while the latter was still at Eton. But 
there were only two years betweén their 
respective elections to Parliament. Mr. 
Lowther got in at a by-election in 1883 
and Colonel Mildmay at the General Elec- 
tion of 1885. Perhaps, that accounts for 
the slip, if it was a slip. 

I hear that the Chief Secretary and the 
Trish Law Officers are hopeful of being 
able to promote a good deal of legislation 
for Ireland during the session. They have 
already several Bills in readiness. In this 
connection, it may be mentioned that Sir 
Edward. Carson and his 22 Ulster followers 
propose to advocate the application for the 
time to Ireland of all beneficial legislation 
passed by Great Britain. Should it be 
objected that they do not represent all 
Ireland, they will insist that at least

UNIONS AND UNOFFICIAL 
i STRIKES. 
STRONG MEASURES TO BE 
TAKEN. 
T——£—&s&— 
BELFAST, CLYDE, AND LONDON 
OUTBREAKS. 


The Press Association learns that in connec- 
tion with the recent strikes strong measures are 
in contemplation among the leading trade 
unions. Officials are dealing with the revolu- 
tionary movement, which is regarded as a 
menace to responsible. authority in the trade 
unions. The Executive Council of the Amalga- 
mated Society of Engineers have passed a reso- 
lution suspending|\all the secretaries and Execu- 
tive Committees who have taken part or sanc- 
tioned any tnauthorised strike which has taken 
place at Belfast, on the Clyde, and in London. 

With regard to the Government's invocation 
of the Defence of the Realm Act to meet the 
threat of the London electricians, the Press 
Association says the official view is that it is not 
an ordinary strike position that has to be dealt 
with, but a deliberate blow aimed at the 
authority of the Government and of trade 
unions, and’ if this view be accurate the Govern- 
ment has either to defeat the movement or be 
defeated. 

The new regulation may be regarded as a step 
directed towards the ultimate suppression of 
unauthorised and illegal movement. The Go- 
vernment is determined to do everything pos- 
sible to prevent such a calamity to the general 
community as the cutting off of electrical light 
and power. i 

With this end in view, important 
cautionary measures have been taken at various 
London power stations, and the Executive will 
afford full protection to all workers who are 
ready to aid them. 

The resolution of the Electric Trades Union 
did not allege any grievance of its own, but a 
threat to cut off London’s electrical power un- 
less the Government agreed to intervene at once 
on the Clyde, at. Belfast, in London, and e!lse- 
where, with a view of establishing a legislative 
and national forty-hour week. The union mak- 


pre- 


ing this demand itself concluded an agreement 


as recently as January órd for a forty-seven- 
hour week, to come into force on February Ist. 
The Electricians’ Union is, therefore, going back 
completely on its own agreement, and asking 
to upset a 47-hour agreement 
arrived at between the shipbuilding and engi- 
neering workers and their employers. 

The reply of the Government may 
be ‘regarded as meaning that every 
every resource at its’. disposal will be taken to 
ensure that this menace shall not prevail. 

While there is no direct evidence that the 
London dispute has been engineered from Glas- 
gow, it is thought that there ere some grounds 
for the belief that this has been largely the 
case. The Ministry Labour is doing its 
utmost to bring about a spirit of conciliation 
in all labour disputes, but cannot 
act the réle of mediator where the men have 
throwh over their accredited leaders. 

Several prominent Labour leaders from the 
North, including Mr. MacManus, Mr. Kerr, Mr. 
William Sharp, and Mr. MacLean, M.P., were 
in London yesterday to urge the Government to 
intervene in the Clyde dispute, but they got no

BELFAST, Wevpnespay NI1GHT. 

To-day has been a day of great expectation, 
and hopes were high that the parties to the 
dispute would arrive at some modus vivendi 
that would result in the public services being 
restored. The citizens have been very patient 
ani forbearing throughout the many nights of 
darkness, and have reconciled themselves, as 
far as possible, to the inconveniences and hard- 
ships that they have had to suffer. The pro- 
spect of an early settlement of the strike was 
eagerly discussed throughout the day, and every- 
one who was supposed to have any knowledge 
of what was going on was eagerly canvassed 
for news of the progress of the negotiations. 

It may now be stated that an early settlement 

is possible. At the conference which took place 
this morning, Lord Pirrie received the deputa- 
tion in his capacity as Controller-General of 
Merchant Shipbuilding, and not as an employer 
of labour. ‘The deputation from the General 
Strike Committee consisted of fifteen delegates, 
namely, Messrs. Charles McKay (Chairman), 
Freeland, Geddes, Attwood, Weir, 
Lockett, Hoard, Roberts, McKaig, 
Simms, Donaldson, Beattie, Milan, and Collett, 
each of these delegates representing a separate 
trades union. Lord Pirrie was attended by his 
secretary, Captain Marshall. 

The conference was conducted in private, and 
continued from 10.30 till 2.40. As the delegates 
were leaving the hotel, they stated that there 
was nothing to communicate to the public, and 
that the conference had been adjourned. On 
arriving at the rooms of the Strike Committee 
in Garfield street, the delegates were surrounded 
by a large crowd of the men on strike, and 
eagerly questioned as to the result, of the con: 
ference. Speaking from one of the upper win- 
dows, Mr. McKay informed the men that the 
conference had heen adjourned, and that no re- 
sult had vet been arrived at.

LORD PIRRIE’S MEMORANDUM.

The Peace Conference can be said now to have 
reached the Committee stage, and, as far as 
matters of immediate public interest are con- 
cerned, the proceedings of the next few weeks 
will probably be comparatively dull. There 
are no jess than ten different commissions at 
present at work, and each of these is composed 
of experts on the particular subjects which are 
being investigated, whose task it is to examine 
thoroughly such complex matters as the League 
of Nations, questions of ports, canals, and rail- 
ways, reparation, responsibilities, and the like, 
and to draw up exhaustive reports on their 
work. They are holding their meetings in every 
part of Paris, and are working more or less in- 
dependently of the Great Ten. Every day they 
sit for several hours, and although, eo far, they 
have necessarily been confined to routine and 
matters of procedure, still, with the splendid 
organisation at their command, some tangible 
result of their labours may soon be expected. 
Of course, work like this takes time. I neces- 
sitates very thorough detailed investigation into 
the various subjects, and the consultation of 
expert, often technical, advice on 
knotty points. The almost severe, and totally 
informal, nature of the meetings of these Com- 
missions makes them of little public interest; 
but it is in the rooms of the hotels and offices 
where these Commissions meet that the chief 
work of preparing the Treaty of Peace is being 
carried on, and the plenary sittings at the Quai 
d’Orsay, comparatively splendid and spectacular 
affairs as they are, are merely the outward and 
visible signs of the enormous amount of work 
that is being done behind the scenes, 

Although the work of the Commissions has 
just begun, and no exhaustive reporis can be 
expected for some time, still it understood 
that another plenary Session will be held, pro- 
bably on Friday. Mr. Lloyd George is to return 
to England on Saturday, and President Wilson 
has accepted Belgian invitation to visit 
Brussels, where he is to be received by King 
Albert. He is then going to cross to America 
for the opening of Congress on March 4th, and 
may possibly be absent from Paris for more 
than The of these two 
highly-important members the Conference 
from the Quai d'Orsay means that no work of 
primary importance can be undertaken by the 
Council of Ten until they return. So it is pro- 
bable that on Friday, after the plenary Session, 
the Great Ten will formally adjourn, leaving 
the various Commissions in sole possession of 
the field. Before this happens, however, it 1s 
hoped that the Great Ten will, at any rate, 
temporarily have disp sed of the Greek ques- 
tion, and, if possible, will have come to some 
arrangement with regard to [taly’s claims to 
the Dalmatian Coast, and the various other 
territorial readjustments which she may de- 
mand. The most important cf all territorial 
questions, however—that of the Eastern frontier 
of France—will not be ‘able-even to be touched 
upon, so it will have to be left over until the 
Great Ten reacsemble. ' 

These are a few of the questions which the 
Great Ten have to face in the next few days; 
but it is unlikely that any definite solution of 
any of them will be brought up for the approval 
of the plenary session on Friday. The opening 
discussion will probably be on the League ot 
Nations. But, even here, there will hardly be 
anything really tangible ready in so short a 
time. The real object of the meeting is, pro- 
bably, simply to mark the end of a certain 
pliase in the proceedings. The Commissions 
have been formed to investigate the maiu sub- 
jects, and the territorial: readjustments, with 
the exception of those demanded by France, will 
either have been settled or shelved. Thus, the 
first phase of the great Conference will close.

THE COPPER MARKET. 


A *Reuter’s message from Washington, dated 
Wednesday, states :—After conferring with the 
officials of the Department of Labour yester- 
day, the representatives of the workers in the 
copper mines of Utah, Arizona, and Montana, 
adopted a resolution appealing to Congress for 
legislation extending long term credits to 
foreign countries for the protection of the 
copper market, and demanding. in addition, 
that the War and Navy Departments should 
withhold their stock of copper from the market. 
The Department of Labour estimates. the 
accumulation=of copper at the mills and 
smelters as a result of the sudden termination 
of the war at 1,000,000,000Ibs., which was pro- 
duced ‘on a wage scale of 26c. per Ib., as 
compared with the present market quotation of 
13c. per tb. 


THE ALLIES’ RIFLE STRENGTH, 


The statistical tables published by the 
United States War Department (says a Press 
Association message from Washington, under 
yesterday’s date), show that the military 
strength of the United States reached its 
maximum on November llth last, when the 
armistice was signed, namely—3,703,00C0 officers 
and men, including the Marine Corps. The 
statistics show that the Allied rifle strength 
(meaning men in the trenches ready to go over 
the top) first exceeded that of the Germans on 
July ist, with 1,556,000 rifles, compared with 
1,412,000. By November Ist the rifle strength 
of the Germans had been reduced to the pro- 
portion of one to two.

Since that time, how- 
ever, the General Strike Committee had asked 
hie lordship to arrange for a meeting with the 
representatives of Harland and Wolff and Work- 
man, Clark and Co., and he had conegented to 
arrange the interview, acting on the assumption 
that the Strike Committee were agreeing on 
the preliminary condition. 

The conference with the employers has been 
fixed to take place at 11 o'clock in the morning 
in the Midland Hotel, York road Terminus. 


STRIKERS AND LORD PIRRIE’S 
CONDITIONS. 

Protracted meetings of the General Strike 
Committee took place during the aliernoon and 
evening in reference to the proposal of Lord 
Pirrie, and the delegates’ reports thereon. The 
proceedings were resumed later, and lasted until 
an advanced hour to-night, when the following 
statement was issued through the.

MEAT TRADE CRISIS.

PROBLEM OF ECONOMIC 
OUTLETS. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
in Paris, writing on February 5th, says:—The 
Peace Conference of to-day, and probably that 
of to-morrow, will be mainly, if not altogether, 
occupied with the question of the Czecho- 
Slovaks. The Czecho-Slovaks are claim- 
ing the ordinary boundaries of Bo- 
hemia, but it must not be forgotten 
that between these boundaries and the territory 
purely Czecho-Slovak in population there is a 
German belt, with a population of, roughly, 
3,000,000. This frontier question will, doubtless, 
be the first question discussed to-day, and in it 
and around it there are various delicate points 
which would need careful handling. The ques- 
tion of Teschen, which looked as if it might 
provoke a quarrel between the Czecho-Slovaks 
and the Poles, has been settled, at least pro- 
visionally, and so it is a general question of the 
Czecho-Slovaks which is being debated to-day. 
After the subject of the Bohemian frontier is 
arranged will come the further question of the 
southern and south-western boundary—that is, 
of the Czecho-Slovaks and German Austria, and 
the boundary between the Ozecho-Slovaks and 
Hungary. Here the chief discussion will be as

Its enormous importance, 
economically as well as strategically, can hardly 
be aver-estimated, and the ultimate fate of 
this much discussed port will affect the whole 
civilised world. ‘That a mandate will be given 
to some Power to look after it, is almost cer- 
tain—a condominium would be hopeless—and 
the choice of mandatories seems to be between 
the United States of America and France. 
Great Britain seems .hardly to have been men- 
tioned, and Greece is virtually the only other 
possibility. 

The Hotel Astoria, the huge building 
in which most of the British Delega- 
tion have their offices, was in pre-war days a 
German concern, and was largely patronised by 
Teutons on their visits to Paris. It is said that 
the Astoria was the venue decided upon by 
von Falkenhayn and von Beseler for Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s Christmas dinner in 1914, and all ar- 
rangements are said to have been made by the 
German General Staff for the festive occasion.

The Peace Conference can be said now to have 
reached the Committee stage, and, as far as 
matters of immediate public interest are con- 
cerned, the proceedings of the next few weeks 
will probably be comparatively dull.

To-day has been a day of great expectation, 
and hopes were high that the parties to the 
dispute would arrive at some modus vivendi 
that would result in the public services being 
restored. The citizens have been very patient 
and forbearing throughout the many nights of 
darkness, and have reconciled themselves, as 
far as possible, to the inconveniences and hard- 
ships that they have had to suffer. The pro- 
spect of an early settlement of the strike was 
eagerly discussed throughout the day, and every- 
one who was supposed to have any knowledge 
of what was going on was eagerly canvassed 
for news of the progress of the negotiations. 

It may now be stated that an early settlement 
is possible. At the conference which took place 
this morning, Lord Pirrie received the deputa- 
tion in his capacity as Controller-General of 
Merchant Shipbuilding, and not as an employer 
of labour. The deputation from the General 
Strike Committee consisted of fifteen delegates, 
namely, Messrs. Charles McKay (Chairman), 
Freeland, ‘Geddes, Attwood, Weir, Waugh, 
Lockett, Hoard, Roberts, McKaig, . Grant, 
Simms, Donaldson, Beattie, Milan, and Collett, 
each of these delegates representing a separate 
trades union. Lord Pirrie was attended by his 
secretary, Captain Marshall. 

The conference was conducted in private, and 
continued from 10.30 till 2.40. As the delegates 
were leaving the hotel, they stated that there 
was nothing to communicate to the public, and 
that the conference had been adjourned.

PROBLEM OF ECONOMIC

After the subject of the Bohemian frontier is 
arranged will come the further question of the 
southern and south-western boundary—that is, 
of the Czecho-Slovaks and German Austria, and 
the boundary between the Czecho-Slovaks and 
Hungary. Here the chief discussion will be as 
to what will be a good racial, economic, and 
strategic frontier. he third subject to be de- 
bated will be as to how the Czecho-Slovaks, with 
all their wealth of coal and iron, may get these 
raw products to the world’s markets by way of 
the sea.

THE ALLIES’ RIFLE STRENGTH, 


The statistical tables published by the 
United States War Department (says a Press 
Association message from Washington, under 
yesterday’s date), show that the military 
strength of the United States reached its 
maximum on November llth last, when the 
armistice was signed, namely—3,7035,00C officers 
and men, é sd ri the Marine Corps. The 
gtatistics show that the Allied rifle strength 
(meaning men in the trenches ready to go over 
the top) first exceeded that of the Germana on 
July ist, with 1,556,000 rifles, compared with 
1,412,000. By November lst the rifle strength 
of the Germans had been reduced to the pro- 
portion of one to two.

ROYALIST SUCCESSES, 


“ COMPLETE VICTORY” 
ANTICIPATED. 


A Reuter’s telegram from Oporto, dated 
Tuesday, states:—The official communiqué says: 
The whole of the province of Alemtejo, and 
portion of that of Beira, are in a state of great 
excitement, as a Royalist rising took place there 
yesterday. The Monarchy has been proclaimed 
at Castello Branco, where ‘the Royalists have 
destroyed the bridge, have cut the communica- 
tion between the north and south, and isolated 
the two Republican bodies. A Royalist column, 
reinforced by troops from the Monsanto Fort 
near Lisbon, is operating in the centre of the 
country, obtaining successes which will have 
striking results. The Royalists were everywhere 
welcomed with enthusiasm. The“Republicans 
are increasingly suffering from lack of food in 
consequence of the cutting of the communica- 
tions. Numerous deserters are surrendering to 
the Royalists, with their arms and baggage, 

News from Lagos states that a violent con. 
flict took place there with Republican Marines, 
resulting in the complete triumph of the 
Royalists. Numerous Royalists were killed or 
wounded. 

Complete quiet prevails in Oporto and 
throughout the north of the country. Parties 
of civilian volunteers are continually coming 
forward to offer their services. ' Yesterday even- 
ing a popular demonstration was held at Oporto, 
taking the form of a torchlight procession. The 
crowd halted and cheered in front of the Con- 
sulates of Great Britain, France, the United 
States, Brazil, and Spain. 

Another message states:—According to a 
statement issued from the General Headquarters 
of the Royalist Army, the news received re- 
garding operations both in the north and in the 
south indicates that a complete victory may be 
anticipated for the Royalist cause. A column 
operating in the north has, it is etated, routed 
a Republican column near Mirandella. 

An aeroplane, which, according to the news- 
paper, Patria, bore the French colours, few 
over Oporto yesterday, and dropped Republican 
proclamations. Anti-aircraft guns were o 
to fire upon it.

THE RECENT INFLUENZA 
EPIDEMIC, 


DUBLIN’S DEATH RATE IN DECEMBER 
QUARTER. 

During the quarter ending Saturday, Decem- 
ber 28th, 1918, there were registered in the 
Dublin Registration Area’ 2,229 births, being 
equal to an annual rate of 22.3 in every 1,000 
of the population. The deaths, numbering 
5,401, were equivalent to an annual rate cf 
54.1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as 
compared with 20.7 per 1,000 for the fourth 
quarter of the ten years 1908-1917. 

The principal feature of this report of the 
Registrar-General] for Ireland is the very high 
mortality from influenza, which with pnéu- 
monia in its various forms, accounted for no 
less than 1,814 deaths in the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area during the quarter (13 weeks) ended 
28th December, affording an annual rate of 
18.2 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The 
deaths registered as from influenza amounted 
to 1,210, being equal to an annual rate of 12.1 
per 1,000 of the population, the average num- 
ber of deaths from this cause for the fourth 
quarter of the five years, 1913-17, being 13. 
Deaths from pneumonia, which was so closely 
associated with influenza-in the recent epidemic, 
numbered 604 and represent an annual rate of 
6.1 per 1,000 of the population. The 604 deaths 
are 455 above the average (149) for the corre- 
Sponding qnarter of the five years preceding. 
During each week of the pemod from the week 
ended 5th October to that ending on 28th De- 
cember the deaths returned as from influenza 
and pneumonia were as follows:—41, 58, 171, 
246, 383, 318. 213, 14, 84, 70, 48, 34, and 34, 
averaging 140 deaths per week, while during 
the corresponding’ period of the five years, 
1913-17, the weekly average number of deaths 
in the Dublin Registration Area assigned to 
these diseases was only 12. Of the 1,814 deaths 
from these causes registered, 330, or 18.2 per 
cent.,. were those of children under 5 years of 
age: 171, or 9.4 per cent., were aged 5 and 
under 15; 339, or 18.7 per cent., were deaths of 
persons between 15 and 25 years of age; 445, 
or 24.5 per cent., were between 25 and 35 years; 
235, or 13.0 per cent., between 35 and 45; 140, 
or 7.7 per cent. between 45 and 55; and 154, or 
8.5 per t., were deaths of persons 55 years 
of age and upwerds. The deaths from influenza 
and pneumonia (exclusive of those occurring in 
institutions of persons admitted from without 
the Registration Area) numbered 1,664, repre- 
senting an annual rate of 16.7 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population; the deaths of residents of 
the City of Dublin from these causes amounted 
to 1,327, affording an annual rate of 174 per 
1,000: and for the urban districts, the munar 
of such deaths was 337, or 14.3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. Taking the districts
